Explorer XIX sent 
back information by radio signal which helped ы 

scientists understand what "thin" air could . * 
do to a spacecraft at different heights. Energy Б 
for this radio came from a rechargeable 
storage battery inside the satellite and a row 
of solar or sun-powered cells on the outside.

The eggs of a dinosaur were first discov- 
егей in the Mongolian desert in 1922 — 
they were one hundred million years 
old!

Eight feet long, protocer- 
atops was distinguished by the strange 
circular collar behind its big skull. It 
was a harmless plant-eater with a parrot- 
like beak that had teeth only along the 
sides of its jaws.

Protoceratops was not a fighter—its eggs 
were often stolen and eaten by the swift 
“ostrich” dinosaurs of the period.
